Czech Press Reports Sit-Down

PRAGUE, July 14 (AP)—The 
Czech Communist press reported 
today that some priests who had 
been excommunicated by Roman 
Catholie authorities for siding 
with the government in the state- 
church fight. were engaging in 
sit-down strikes and refusing to 
surrender their parishes. These 
reports gaid that in one case a 
priest had turned back several 
“pressure groups.”

Moore, secretary of the Missouri 
Public Service Commission, in- 
forming him permission of local 
authorities would have to be 
sought. 

“A utility contemplating con- 
' gtruction of a power plant is not 
required to obtain a permit from 
this commission before starting 
construction,“ Moore wrote. “Only 
local authority prevails in this 
respect.“ 

Strong opposition to construc- 
tion of the proposed plant has 
been voiced by residents of the 
area, some 150 of whom attended 
the meeting last night. Opposi- 
tion is based upon the fact the 
area is chiefly a residential and 
recreational one and the establish- 
ment of the proposed plant in the 
grea “would be a nuisance and 
health hazard 24 hours a day,” 
because of flyash and fumes.

RAIL HUGGING, ‘LOW LOOK’ 
TRAIN TO BE SHOWN AT FAIR 


CHICAGO, July 14 (AP)—A 
streamliner with a “low look,” the 
newest thing in the railroad indus- 
try, will be on display at the Chi- 
cago railroad fair Saturday. 

The “Talgo,” the American Car 
and Foundry Co.’s train that liter- 
ally hugs the rails, has a locomo- 
tive two feet lower than a stand- 
ard diesel-electric. Its coaches are 
four feet lower than present-day 
equipment. 

Each coach is supported by two 
wheels at the rear, the forward 
end being carried by the unit 
ahead. All equipment for air con- 
ditioning and brakes, which is 
ordinarily slung under the car, is 
in a separate equipment unit. 

The low gravity design and all- 
aluminum construction result in 
an over all weight reduction of 75 
per cent. 

The Talgo is the first of three 
such trains being built by Ameri- 
can Car and Foundry at its Wil- 
mington (Del.) plant.

| “Before I left a friend of mine 
asked me to see what I could do 
ito get support of the Missouri 
delegation for sustaining the ac- 
tion of the Senate, if gt should 
delete the appropriation for trans- 
mission lines.” 

Earlier in the conversation 
Nacy had said he was acting in 
his individual capacity when he 
talked with “about half” of the 12 
Missouri Democrats in the House 
about the transmission lines. When 
the seeming conflict between the 
statement that he was acting in 
an individual capacity and the 
statement that he was acting as 
agent for a friend was pointed 
out, Nacy said, “Well you can 
draw your own conclusions on 


that.” 
No Lobbyist. 

He would not identify, for pub- 
lication, his friend, but did say, 
in response to a‘ question, that 
the friend was in the private 
power business, Asked whether 

egistered as a lobbyist, 
Nacy indignantly replied that he 
had: not. 

“You can’t make a lobbyist out 
of me in any single form,” he said. 
“There was no money involved— 
I no pay for what I did.“ 

s lobby registration law re- 
quires the registration only of 
those persons who lobby for a liv- 
ing and does not apply to those 
who do it without compensation 
as was the case in this instance. 

Nacy’s free-for-nothing private 
power lobhying activities found 
him opposing a platform plank of 
the party he helped to put in 
power last November which reads: 
“We favor... the development of 
hydro-electric power and its wide- 
spread distribution over publicly 
owned transmission lines . . . with 
preference to public agencies and 
Rural Electrification Administra- 
tion power lines.” 

In the course of his visit here 
he invited members of the Mis- 
souri delegation to a steak lunch- 
eon at the Congressional Hotel. 
All, virtually all, were present. 

„I did that for myself—I’m in 
politics for myself,“ Nacy said 
when asked about this gathering. 
“T had them to lunch, and that’s 
all you can make of it. There 
wasn’t any talk about transmis- 
sion lines at the lunch.” 

Those members of the Missouri 
delegation with whom the writer 
talked—and who were not im- 
pressed with the arguments Nacy 
advanced on other occasions 
against the SPA transmission 
lines, agreed with him on this 
point—they didn’t talk public or 
private power at the lunch.

billion dollars. Today, the nation- 
al income is well over 200 billion 
flollars. It has increased more 
than 10 times as fast as the pop- 
ulation. 

Expansion and Prosperity. 

These figures are a measure of 
our rising standard of living— 
our increasing freedom from toil 
and poverty. They are the result 
dt constant expansion in agricul- 
ture and industry. 

In fact, unless we do expand our 
production steadily, we run into 
economic difficulties. We cannot 
stand still. We must expand if 
we are to stay prosperous. 

A little more than 10 years ago, 
President Roosevelt called for a 
national income of 100 billion dol- 
Jars a year. This was a surprising 
figure when he mentioned it, but 
we have far surpassed it in the 
space of 10 years. Our national in- 
come last year was 225 billion 
dollars. 

If we could make such progress 
in the past we can go on making 
it in the future. Before long, our

Unemployment 
insurance and social security are 
helping people who are out of 
work, and are helping to main- 
tain consumer purchasing power. 
The farm price support program 
is keeping agriculture on a fairly 
even keel. The insurance of bank 
deposits protects us against bank 
runs. Our controls over the mar- 


keting and exchange of securities 


prevent wild speculative sprees 
and stock market crashes. 


Because of these and other Gov- 
ernment policies, we have suffered 
far less in this period of declin- 
ing prices than we ever have in a 
similar period before. These Gov- 
ernment measures, all of which 
were bitterly opposed by selfish in- 
terests when they were passed, 
have proved their value in protect- 
ing the economy. 

Furthermore, all groups in the 
nation have gained a better un- 
derstanding of economic problems 
since the 1920’s, and this under- 
standing, on the part of business 
men, consumers and labor, has 
helped to cushion the process of

Now all of us—business, labor, 
agriculture and government—must 
take positive action together to 
restore the upward trend.

If we examine the items in the 
budget, we see, in dollar figures, 
the magnitude of the task which 
confronts this nation in protecting 
the cause of peace and freedom. 
Over three fourths of the budget 
is due to international events. 
Less than one fourth arises from 
the domestic functions of the 
Government. 

Let me explain to you why this 
is 80. 

Where the Money Goes. 
The total of the whole budget 
is about 42 billion dollars. Of this 
total, 32 billion dollars is the re- 
sult either of past wars or our ef- 
forts to prevent another war. 
Three big items make up this 32 
billion dollars. 

The first is the national de- 
fense. That accounts for over 14 
billion dollars. The armed serv- 
ices, at the start, of this year, 
wanted a much bigger sum than 
that, but I cut it down to the 
minimum necessary for our pro- 
tection and for the preservation 
of. peace in this troubled world. 
It is expensive to keep up the 
forces necessary to prevent war, 
but in the long run it could be a 
lot more expensive not to have 
them. 

The second big item is the cost 
of our international programs. 
They will cost this year about 
seven billion dollars, and they are 
worth every penny of it. This sum 
includes the cost of the European 
Recovery Program and our occu- 
pation responsibilities. These pro- 
grams have kept Western Europe 
out of the hands of the Com- 
munists, and are helping to re- 
store the economic and social 
strength of the free nations. If we 
were to cut these programs, it 
would weaken our efforts to 
bring about peace, That is a risk 
we must not take. 

| These two items, national de- 
tense and international aid, add 
up to 21 billion dollars—more than 
half the budget. These are the 
expenditures we are making to 
prevent future wars. If anybody 
thinks it extravagant to maintain 
the peace, let him remember that 
it cost us not 21 billion dollars a 
year but 100 billion dollars a year 
to conduct the last war. a 

I do not believe that our de- 
tense and international expendi- 
tures will have to remain at their 
present high level indefinitely. I 
hope that they may be reduced as 
our program for peace takes ef- 
fect. But, as of today, I regard 
these expenditures as the most 
valuable insurance we can take 
out against the enormous expense 
and the terrible loss of another 


The third big item includes in- 
terest on Government bonds and 
benefits to veterans. Together

These are the costs of past 
wars. Together with the 21 bil- 
lion dollars for preventing future 
wars, they add up to 32 billion 
dollars, more than three-fourths 
of the budget. 

The Last 10 Billion. 

The remaining 10 billion dollars 
of the budget provides for all 
other functions of the Govern- 
ment. The major items in this 
category are public works, farm 
price supports, education and 
housing programs, and payments 
for health and social security. For 
a country of this size, with a 200 
billion dollar economy, 10 billion 
dollars for such essential pro- 
grams is a reasonable sum indeed.

It is merely to say that the impending 
strike cannot of itself be said to be a national 
emergency which requires the President to put 
the machinery of the law into operation. 

If this is so, then Mr. Truman took the right 
step when he sought to head off the arrival 
of such an emergency before the strike was 
called. He sought this by asking both sides to 
agree to his plan for a fact-finding board dur- 
ing whose 60-day period of inquiry there would 
be no cessation in steel production. To this 
plan Philip Murray and the CIO's executive 
board agree. With the exception of Jones & 
Laughlin, the big steel companies have not 
agreed. : 

Are the steel companies holding out because 
they do not trust the fact-finding board plan? 
Then the White House should be quick to re- 
assure Benjamin Fairless, United States Steel 
president, and other steel executives that they 
can count on a fair and impartial board. In the 
historic fashion, employers and employes could 
each name a member and permit the two to se- 
lect a third. Thus might mediation solve the 
controversy without a national emergency ever 
taking actual shape. 

Neither the union, the companies nor the 
President should give even the appearance of 
being more interested in the particular form of 
settlement than in bringing settlement about. 
That course.would be just as bad for one as for 
the other. Meantime all should keep one eye on 
the fact that last month steel production de- 
clined sharply for the third consecutive month, 
to confirm a grim sign of the times. 

Steel production is more than sufficiently re- 
stricted without the harmful complications of an 
industry-wide strike. The reasonable thing is 
for the President to have help in averting that

St. Louis was startled and not reassured by 
the way Gov. Smith appointed the Police Board 
amid charges that gamblers expected a green. 
light. But who's surprised now? The official 
conduct of the new board so far can hardly be 
comforting either to racketeers or their politi- 
cal cohorts. 

William L. Holzhausen, president of the board, 
has ordered an investigation of reports of al- 
leged payoffs to policemen from the policy 
racket. He has placed this inquiry under In- 
spector Curtis Brostron, an able officer known 


to hoodlums as one of their worst enemies. Gov. 


Smith’s ally, Senator Edward J. (Jellyrolb Ho- 
gan, was reported to be after Brostron’s scalp. 
Apparently the investigation has uncovered 
no evidence of policy payoffs, but Brostron is 
proceeding with his special officers, walkie- 
talkies, disguised autos and secret techniques. 
Whatever the result, the search itself is a force- 
ful warning to gamblers and any official friends 
they may have. And it is most reassuring to the 


people of St. Louis. 
In a few short months, the Police Board has 


done two other encouraging things. It restored 


in-service training at the Police Academy, and 
it retained the reliable Jeremiah O'Connell as 
Chief of Police. On that occasion this news- 
paper observed: “The Police Board can be the 
biggest disappointment in the lives of these 
hoodlums and racketeers.” 

Thanks to the Holzhausen leadership, St. 
Louis gamblers are getting a surprise or two.

Bringing to 234 the deaths in the last 12 
months in four aecidents on chartered lines, it 
throws them under sharp suspicion. In aviation 
circles in Washington’ it is expected that this 
latest tragedy will have an adverse effect on the 
fight the charter lines are making to stay in 


business jn the face of a federal tendency to- 


ward tighter business regulations. 

Both the regular lines and the charter lines 
new are under practically the same safety regu- 
lations. This is as it should be. Only two 
months ago the Civil Aeronautics Board laid 
down rules to restrict the charter lines from 
regularly scheduled flights. That had nothing 
to do with safety, The rules did make it much 
harder for the charter lines to compete with the 
big, well-established lines such as belong to the 
Air Transport Association. 

Operating without a cent of subsidy, these 
charter lines have competed with the subsidized 
regular airlines to such an extent that they have 
reduced freight rates and have caused the regu- 


lars to cut the cost of air travel with such in- 


ducements as family ticket rates. 7 

But unfortunately it is true that the charter 
lines have higher accident and fatality rates 
than do the regulars. The regulars have had no 
domestie accidents since last Aug. 29 when 37 
persons were killed near Winona, Minn. This 
contrasts with four accidents involving 134 fatal- 
ities on charter lines since last Dec. 28. But it 
can be pointed out, too, that the regulars had 
four crashes between May 29, 1947, and Oct. 24, 
1947, in which 198 persons died. 

Standard Airlines is said to have had @ per- 
fect safety record until the crash last Tuesday. 
Fly-by-night operators and dishonest operators 
of charter lines should be driven out of the busi- 
ness the murderous fellows who file false 
engine-hour records to save repair costs and 
overload their planes to boost their profits. 

It is hard to catch these fellows who gamble 
with human lives. But they must be caught if 
the charter lines are to survive. The CAB and 
the Civil Aeronautics Administration are short 
staffed, but it is up to them to redouble their 
efforts nevertheless. All charter lines should be 
subject to stricter surveillance. The honest ones 
will not object. The careless and the criminal 
ones stand to be caught. 5

RADIO TALKS COST 
POLITICIANS MORE,

WASHINGTON, July 14 (AP)— 
Senaton McGrath (Dem.), Rhode 
Island, introduced a bill yesterday 
to prohibit radio stations from ex- 
ceeding their regular commercial 
rate in charging for time for po- 
litical broadcasts. 

McGrath, the Democratic Na- 
tional Chairman, told reporters 
“the practice of increasing rates” 
for political talks “has been a 
source of irritation for a long 
time.” He added: “We don’t pro- 
pose to tolerate this nickel-grab- 
bing business.’ 

McGrath said a situation in 
Pennsylvania prompted him to in- 
troduce the bill at this time. 

“There is a special Congres- 
sionél election coming up there 
in September in the Twenty-sixth 
District and some of the stations 
in that area have increased their 
regular rates 100 per cent in con- 
nection with political broadcasts,” 
McGrath said. 

The Pennsylvania election is to 
fill the vacancy in the House 
caused by the death of Robert L. 
Coffey Jr., a Democrat. 

McGrath’s bill provides for a 
30-day suspension of a radio sta-

In its great silver days Aspen 
had two and sometimes three 
legitimate theaters going strong 
practically every night besides 
several vaudeville houses. In other 
words the Aspen that Billy Zogg 
worked in as a one-man operator 
was a typical booming mine town 
— so picturesquely embalmed in 
celluloid by Hollywood—but with 
certain civilities that raised it 
above the level of a mining camp. 

The four big mines that were 
being worked in the mountains 
that ring the plateau on which 
Aspen is situated discharged 
plenty of easy money into the 
community of 15,000 — once the 
second city of Colorado—and the 
life of the town reflected it. Four 
railroads came to the town, street 
cars (horse drawn) ran through 
the streets, the Hotel Jerome with 
its plushy General Grant decor 
was always filled with major and 
minor state celebrities and some- 
times distinguished visftors from 
far away. Gambling houses, 
halls were 
open night and day. 


But according to Billy Zogg 
Aspen was remarkably well or- 
dered for a wide open town. 
Though full of traps for the un- 
wary and enticements for the sin- 
ful it was also a place where a 
man could live the good life on a 
healthy basis. Zogg, who was born 
in Switzerland, came to Aspen as 
a young man after graduating 
from the University of Kansas. 
He worked claims on lease and 
made seven or eight thousand dol- 
lars a year during most of his 
active life. He spent most of it 
and has no regrets for he had a 
„ 
way working, . ng to 
the theater and hunting. 

The hunting was particularly 
good. The mountain forests near- 
by abounded with deer, elk, moun- 
tain lions, lynx and even bears. 


Zogg lives by himself in an un- 
Painted, weathered cottage on 
what was once a thickly settled 
street but is now surrounded, 


largely by a weed jungle. He 


doesn’t believe that Aspen will 
ever come back as a silver town, 
even though there is talk of re- 
opening the mines—the Midnight 
Mine is still in operation—and 
using improved methods. He wel- 
comes all the new activities in- 
cluding the Goethe Festival. 

“It’s a good thing,” he says. “It'll 
make some of these people think, 
maybe. Of course it isn’t like read- 
ing\Goethe in the original Ger- 
man as I did cause good author- 
ing is mostly in the way you say 
things. Goethe says things in a 
way that makes them sound nice 
but it’s nothing new. The Greeks 
and the Chinese said it all before.”
